It would be Matter of the greateft Wonder to 
reflect, that the moft /e/f-concerning Truth, and which lies neareft ’ 
to the Intereft and Appetite of Man, dis Defire of being happy, 
fhould be fo intricate to his Underftanding, fo difappointing of his 
Purfuit, as divided Opinions, fad Complaints, and melancholy Ex- 
perience prove it to be. That the World in general, and the more 
learned and difcerning Part of the World, after the Enquiries of 
fome Thoufands of Years, fhould ftill continue ignorant of what 
all profefs the ftrongeft Paffion to know, might juftly adminifter Won- 
der, were it not confidered, that Men who have wandered into 
miftaken Paths, are but more loft the farther they are proceeding. 
With what Pity and Diffatisfaction am J forced to leave the labour-

Difquifitions of celebrated Philofophers, who have run into fuch 
an extravagant Diverfity of Opinions about the Chief Good, as to 
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gatory, Hath not God made foolith the Wifdom of this World ? 
One direéts you to the Attainment of the defired End by the Road 
of Pleafure ; azother, by that of Contemplation; a third, by that 
of a fupine Eafe and Infenfibility ; t42s by Action, and that by 
Indclence ; and others, of a more refin’d modern Party, (reviving 
the Do&rine of the Old) by the Way of Virtue: The worf, de- 
grading us into a brutith Senfuality 5 the 42/, intoxicating us by a 
conceited Pride; but all of them leading us by feparate Paths, 
which mect at atl in one fame delufory Center, terminating the 
Finis ultimus in fomewhat within the Mind, or in Se/f, abfrafed 
Jrom GOD, Tf we look into the Reafons of this flrange Diffenc, 
and examine why an Enquiry of this le Confequence and JIm- 
portance is not yet deciued, we fhail find it arifes from their have 
ing regarded Man folely under a partial InfpeQion, and endeavoured 
to ix his Criterion of Heppine/s from fome prefent Poffeflion or Ac- 
commodation of this Life fuited to his lower Senfes and Faculties ; 
not confidering him zz Jotu, or the Univerfality of his Exiftence, 
which implies a State of Gradation, iz Via, and not of perfect and 
coniummate Felicity. Hence it 1s, fo much Pains has been taken 
of claffing Him under various Diitinétions, including the Species in 
a Life of Bufine/s or Leifure, the Political and Lucritive, or the 
Contemplative or Pleafurcble, in order to fettle his Condition of 
Happinefs, which is effentially proper to none of thefe Circum- 
ftances or Conditions ; Man’s Happinets being rather relative and 
future, than inberert and poffefive ; miltaking hereby his Chief 
Good for the leffer and fubordinate Degrees of Good, or of what 
may be circumftantially or materially fo. The Meafure, and the 
Object of Happinefs are diftintét Ideas, and herein lies the Failure 
of fuch Conceptions about it. The Meafure of Happinefs, as a 
Rule, be it what it will, (if I may take the Liberty to propofe my 
Thoughts) is of all others beft, which can accommodate itfelf as 
fuch at ef] Times, under all Circumftances, and in the moft perfee | 
Degree 5 or in other Words, that which is mof? confant, moft dur- | 
able, and moft extenfive. Try the Pretences of Senfuality and Plea- | 
ture by this Rule, and they will not anfwer to any of its Marks: 
For firft, they cannot hold equal at a// Times, becaufe the Ufe of 
them naturally puts an End to their gratifying, pro tempore, and 
vives the Mind, for a Seafon, a contrary Biafs and Averfion. And 
when there is Inclination, the Means may be wanting. Nor will 
they be found the fame under ad? Circumflances ; Sicknefs, or a 
new Turn of Thought, or Death, will inevitably occafion their 
Deprivation. Nor as to the Perfeéion of Degree, will they at all 
anfwer: for Man being acompound Creature, of Senfe and Intcl- 
Je&t, mult receive Pleafure from feparate and contrary Mediums and 
Objcets; and Gratifications of Senfe being dire&ily faited to the 
meer 
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meer animal Relifhes, cannot, abfolutely confidered, be the Enter- 
tainment of Mind and Spirit, and can confequently afford but an 
uncertain, cafual and partial Satisfaction. Try on the other Side 
the Pretences of worldly Intereit, fuch as Riches, Eafe, Honours, 
&¥c, by the fame Standard, and they will be found equally detec- 
tive with thofe of Senfe: For firft, they fhould be attainable by all ; 
which by the far greater Part of Mankind is utterly impofhble ; 
nor are they, when poffelt, at a// Times certain, or out of the 
Power of Accidents to deprive ns of, or difappoint of their Enjoy- 
ment. Nor will they proportion themfelves to all Circum/flances 3 
Affiction, Pain, Difgrace, will render them invalid. Nor can they 
extend themfelves to the Demands of our more raifed and fpiritual 
Faculties. From this Meafure of Man’s Happinefs, his eafy En- 
quiries may direct him to the Object of it, which, in Senfz Pleniffi- 
mo, is nothing lefs than GOD, his only certain ultimate Good. 
All other Syttems ferve only to confirm a melancholy Truth, that 
we are fallen from our Maker into ourfelves, the real Source of all 
our Difappointment and Unhappinefs, while we are tracing and 
feeking out our Reit in any Thing extraneous and foreign from 
Him. Truitt, Acquiefcence and Complacency, (thus circumftanced) 
in any Creature, nay the very Love of ourfelves, propter fe, is Ido- 
latry. What is it but for Man to deify himfelf? The very placing 
the chief Good in Virtue it/e/f, in that Senfe I am repreienting, 
(though by far the molt {pecious and bett complettion’d Deceit) 1s 
but offering Incenfe to an Idol of our own, which is due to the 
only infinite Good. Befides, that the generality of Theorifs who 
are in this Sentiment, in their confining it to Duties meerly moral, 
make Virtue confiit in little more than a meer Negation of Evil ; 
forgetting Seneca’s Maxim, Non eff Bowitas, peffimus effe meliorem. 
The bending of the Principle this Way, under the prefent Difeafe 
of Nature, by its plaufible Pozaus, prefents but the fame Error 
with a fgirer Face, which is the feparating the Creature from tlie 
Creator, and making its felf its End. Man’s ultimate End, his 
crowning Felicity, his chief Good, 1s GOD alone, confifting in his 
delightful Adhziion to Him by a Lite of Devotednefs, Love and 
Truft, and a full Complacency in Him, and the Enjoyment of his 
filial Relation to HIM the fimple primitive Good. ‘Vhis in Scrip- 
ture is fet down as the Summum Bonum by holy Men. Thy Favrzr 
is Life, and thy loving Kinduefi is bester then Life —Whom have Tin 
Heaven but Thee ? The Lord is my Portion, faith my Soul. And wit- 
nefled by our b/efid SAVIOUR, This is Life eternal, that they 
might know Thee the only true God, and Jefus Chri, whom thou 
hait fent. This is called in the Old ‘Vefament, wating with God, 
and in the New, abi in God, and He in andl, our 
avith the Futher and the Son 3 and this is reprefented asthe Coxpletion

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of our ‘Foy, t John i. 4. or the confummate Happinefs. As a 
Chriftian, i have endeavoured to form my Notions of this intereft- 
ing Subje&t by Revelation, neglecting all diflatisfying human Syf- 
tems, and thofe Oppofitions of Science falfly fo called. Here is a 
Syitem, opening on the exulting Mind, with the faireft Difcoveries 
of Light and Wonder, relieving its painful Wanderings, and fixing 
us in Poffeflion of our true Rett, after all our weary Searches. Re- 
conciling the myiterious Methods of the divine Government and Pro- 
vidence, and fhowing us a Happinefs, in our very Difappointments, 
Calamities and Sorrows, as conducive to, and neceffary Ingredients 
into it. It fhows that the reafonable intelligent Spirit was made to 
ferve and enjoy her Maker, in the Life of Faith and Love, as 
his Dependant, Offspring, Beneficary, and can know no {fatisfying 
Felicity but what centers in God, and flows from God. Heavenly- 
mindednefs, or a Heart thus fet upon God in the regular Actings of 
the Affettions towards Him, and a Senfe of his Love in his pater- 
nal Manifeftations to the Soul, every Degree of this is Happine/s ; 
the full and perfect Meafure of it is Heaven, or the State of con-

initead of a true and real Subitance of Human Happine/s, is nothing 
but an imaginary azo, painted in an airy Cloud, that when clafp- 
ed as a Goddefs (may I be allow’d the Simile) will only prove an 
empty unfatisfying Vapour to the deluded Jxiox that embraces her.

The Second Line confifted of Five Battalions, placed to face the 
Openings of the Front Line, with three Pieces of Cannon placed 
between the Firft and Second Battalion, on the Right and Left of 
the fame Line, in order, that if the Enemy either broke thro’ 
the Center, or out-flank’d either the Right or Left of the Front, 
they might conveniently play upon them. 

To fupport both, and as a final Referve, was plac’d the re- 
maining four Battalions, wing’d on the Right and Left by Kizgfon’s 


Horfe. 


In this Difpofition the Army continued fome Time ; but the Bo- 
dy of the Rebels not advancing, it fell into Marching Order again ; 
which continued until the Front were within a Mile of the Ene- 
my: Then form’d again into Fighting Order, as before. 

The Rebel Army form’d their Front in Thirteen Divifions, being 
Clans under their refpective Chiefs, with four Pieces of 
placed before their Center, and the fame Number on 
The Center was headed by Lord Yohn Drummond ; 
the Right Wing by Lord George Murray ; and the Left, by the 
Perfon who calls himfelt Duke of Perts.

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Execution. The Firing was return’d by the King’s Army with 
{uch Succefs, as put the Rebels in great Diforder. They diflik’d 
this Way of Fighting, and therefore made a Pufh on the Right of 
the King’s Army ; when his Royal Highnefs waited to receive 
them in Perfon. This they did inakind of Bravado, to draw the 
King’s Troops forward ; but finding themfelves deceived, they 
turn’d their whole Force to the Left ; and the Weight of their 
Fury fell chiefly on Berrel’s and Monro’s Regiments, where they 
attempted to flank the King’s Front Line; but Wo/fe’s Regiment 
advancing, entirely defeated their Defign: In the mean ‘Time, 
the Cannon kept playing upon them with Cartridge Shot. General 
Holey, with fome Highlanders, had opened a Paflage thro’ fome 
Stone Walls to their Right, for the Horfe, which advanced on that 
Side, while the Horfe on the King’s Right wheeled off upon the 
Left, diipers’d their Body of Referve, and met in the Center of 
their Front Line in their Rear; when being repuls’d in the 
Front, and Numbers cut off, they fell into an univerfal Confufion. 
The Horfe on their Backs made a dreadful Carnage ; the Foot 
inoved only in due Order ; but Kizg/on’s Horfe, from the Referve, 
gallop’d up briskly, and falling in with the Fugitives, did excel- 
lent Execution ; the reft the Reader is to guefs: Having only 
left to obferve, that on the Appearance of the two Bodies of Horfe 
and Dragoons advancing from the King’s Right and Left upon the 
Rebels Body of Referve, the Young Italien never made the leatt 
Motion to oppofe them ; but initantly wheel’d off with his Guards 
to the Right, and rode full gallop through, between Glexbucke?’s and 
Stuart's Columns ; and, as we are credibly inform’d, never look’d 
back till he arriv’d at Aird. 

The different Difpofitions of thefe two Armies was in fome 
Meafure owing to their refpective Situations. The King’s Army 
was to fight uncoverd ; the Rebels cover’d, behind Walls: But 
when their Impatience to get out of the Way of the King’s Can- 
non, pufh’d them on attacking, they neceflarily, either loft the Be- 
nefit of their Referve, or the Referve myft lofe the Benefit of the 
Cover; which they not chufing to do, the Impetuofity of the 
Front carried them too far from their Keferve ; and then having 
no Guard in their Rear, the Horfe from the King’s Right and Left 
eafily did their Bufinefs. 

On the other hand, the Difpofition of the King’s Army was, 
perhaps, as juft as the Mind of Man was capable of contriving. If 
one fail’d, a Second fupported ; and if that fail’d, a ‘Third. The 
Enemy could no Way take two Pieces of Cannon, but three muil 
play directly upon them, nor break one Regiment, but two was 
ready tofupply the Place. If the Rebels were repuls’d, they were 
routed ; if any Part of the King’s Army broke, they rallied and 
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were fupported. Had the King’s Army attacked, it might not 
have been fo well ; becaufe then the Rebels would have been clofe 
and coverd ; and, confeguently, the breaking of them more difficult. 

Succels is fometimes the Effect of Accident ; but in this Cafe, 
chiefly of Skill. If his Royal Highnefs did not form the Whole 
himfelf, it is immaterial ; he that “knows when he is well advifed, 
isa Judge of what's Richt : And to puriue good Advice, is one 
of the diltinguifhing Charateriftics of a Great General.

A DisserTarion concerning SAMSON’s FOXES. Written 
originally in¥rench, but never before publifoed. 

AMSON, the brave and heroic Leader of the J/rze/ites, be- 
S ing exafperated by the Philifines, meditated a jult Revenge. 

His Indignation, however, did not precipitate the Execution of 
his Defigns : He ftay’d till the Harveft-Time, thinking that the De- 
ftruction of their Corn would be the greateit Calamity he could 
expofe them to for the «Affront he had receiv’d. When he ob- 
ferv’d, that the PAi/ifines had put together all their Sheaves, and 
made Three hundred Shocks, he form’da Stratagem to burn them, 
and took the Advantage of the Night to prevent Difcovery. 
This Adventure did not depend fo much upon his great Strength, 
as his Prudence, Courage, and Diipatch. J need not enquire whe- 
ther he had with him any Friends or Servants, fince he wanted no 
Help on fuch an QOccafion. He found Three hundred Shock of 
Corn in the Fields, which could not be fet on Fire one after an- 
other, without a Lofs of Time, and the Danger of a Difcovery. 
To make the Game fure, he judg’d it neceflary to lay two Sheaves 
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at length upon the Ground, to make a Communication between 
every two Shocks ; and then he put fome other combuitible Mat- 
ter between the two Sheaves, fuch as Flax, Hemp, (Jc. which he 
could eafily carry with him into the Fields. The Execution might 
eafily be made, without any Lofs of Time. ‘Thé whole Parade 
was accordingly finifh’d with great Expedition, under Covert of 
the Night, without giving the PAi/i2ines the leatt Jealoufy of his 
Contrivance. 

At lait, every thing being ready, he rcefolutely took the Fire, 
which till then lay conceal’d, and touch’d the coiabuftible Matter 
in the Middle of the two Sheaves, and fo pafled through all the 
Fields, where he had join’d the Shocks together. ‘iis he effected 
with fo much good Order, Cunning and Joifpatch, that all the 
Ileaps of Corn were inftantly reduc’d ta Afhes. 

‘This is the Conflagration which Sam/oe accomplith’d, without 
being obferv’d by the Philifines. The Fire, fanu’d by the Wind, 


confuming the ftlanding Corn, the Vineyards, and the Ofives. 

This is the Stratagem fo artfully contriv’d, and carried on by 
Sam/fon, who, without any Difficulty or Difcovery, involv’d a whole 
Harveit in a Flame. | 

Hence it appears very evident, that Sam/ou, who was a Ware 
rior, not aSportfman, did,not undergo the Fatigue of a Fox Chace, 
but dire@ly attack’d the Magazines of his Enemies ; did not aa- 
kennel Vhree hundred Beafs, but only found fo many Shocks of 
Corn. He did not tye Three hundred Yat/s, but only join’d fo 
many Sheaves together. 

What has mifled Juterpreters, has been the Cuftom of the an- 
cient ews, who always affected the hiereglyphical or myfttical 
Senfe in Words of an equivocal Signification. In this Story, they 
infinuated to the Reader, that Sam/ox had deceived his Enemies, 
who before had been too cunning for him, by tampering with his 
Wife. This gave Occafion to the Saying, ‘* Sam/on purfued the 
Foxes ;”” that is to fay, he reveng’d himieif with great Damage 
to the Philifiines : ‘They conceal’d this Thought under the Ambt- 
guity of the Word Schualim, inftead of Schoalin, which properly 
fignifies Sheaves. For Words muft be explained according to the 
Subject, Scope, and Series of the Difcourie. It is obfervable too, 
that the Word Soxaé, which we tranflate 7. 7/, through the whole 
Tenour of the Feaviyh Law, fignifies the extreme or utmoft Part 
of any thing whatfoever. For Example ; if a Garden had five 
Trees, by the Lew of the Fews, the Fifth and Lattis always called 
Sanab : So the lait Sheaf of a whole Shock was called Sancé, the 
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foon blaz’d all around, and over-flow’d the neighbouring Vields, © 


Vail, by a Figure, very agreeable ‘to the Genius of the Fewifh — 
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No Wonder, therefore, Jzterpreters have not hit upon the real 
Matter of Fatt, when they did not apprehend the Defign of the 
Ancients. They fatigue themfelves in chafing the poor Foxes, and 
bringing them by whole Droves to Sam/fon ; but all the while, 
they are at a Lofs to know when, and how he furprized them, as 
well as where he kept and maintain’d them, till Occafion offer’d ; 
in a Word, how he could enchant fo many favage Beatts, and 
make them follow him to the Place appointed. 

What an Alarm muft this have given to the whole Country. 
The Pdilifines would foon have been upon him, and quafh’d his 
Enterprize. Not to mention the firange Adventure of tying their 
Tails together, and in a Number no lefs than juft Three hundred. 
Befides, how could they move on with Fire at-their Tails, and yet 
preferve their Drags from being in a Flame ? How would this 
have embarrafs’d and retarded their March, in the moft critical 
and dangerous Conjuncture ? 

Interpreters have undergone more Drudgery and Fatigue to pro- 
vide Sam/fon with Foxes, than he himfelf would have faffer'd, if 
he had attempted to furprize them in a hundred different Coverts. 

To conclude, there was no Need to maintaina whole Army of 
wild Beafts, fince the prudent Captain, without fuch an impraéticab!e 
Method, could in a ‘I'rice have reduc’d to Afhes the Harveft of 
the Philifines, and that with no other Advantage than the Affitt- 
ance of his own Hands, and an ordinary Flambeau. Let the 
Foxes then be for ever condemn’d to their Kennel, with all the 
Rubbifo of Commentators, not much better acquainted with the 
ancient Cuftom of the Zezws.

FOREIGN HISTORY. 


GERMANY. Body of 30,000 Ruffians are expected to land foon at Travemonde. 

in the Dutchy of Holftein. Their Deftination, and againft whom 
they are to act, isas yet a Secret, tho” it has fome Time paft been believed they were 
intended for the Service of the Maritime Powers. But the Treaty {aid to be lately 
concluded between France and three of the moft confiderable Northern Courts, affords 
much doubtful Speculation. Immediate Orders are given for the March ‘of a large 
Body of Troops from the Rhine to the Army under Marfhal Bathiani. The Circles 
begin to fee fome bad Effects from their Confidence in French Faith, and its delufive 
Neutrality, Notwithftanding repeated Promifes given by them to the Bifhop of Liege, 
of the ftricteft neutral Obfervance, they have committed the greateft Outrages, plun- 
dering all Places, &c. The Bifhop has hereupon written a very ftrong Letter of 
Complaints to the French King. . 

Low Counrries. The Citadel of Antwerp has capitulated both for itfelf and 
all the Forts the Emprefs has upon the Scheld. They are to march out with all 
the Honours of War, and have Liberty to join the Allied Army, The French King 
1s {uppofed to have made his Entry into it June 3. N.S, And ’tis given out he 
will prefently fet out for Verfailles. Their next Defign is, to fit down before Na- 
mur and Charleroy at one Time. ‘The Hanoverians will be upon the Rhine on the 
2d of June N.S. and pafs it all at once, and in a few Days may join the Army. 

Hottanp. The Republick feem fo affected by the fad State of Affairs in Bra~ 
dant, that Commiflaries are appointed to overfee a great Inundation, which, ‘if 
Things come to an Extremity, is defigned to be made, that will ruin a vaft Extent 
of Country. A general Pacification is yet more than ¢ver talk’d of, anda Belicf 
of it greatly prevails, 
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DENMARK. The raging Mortality among the Cattle in Denmark continues, The 
Jaft Accounts fent to Copenhagen from five Diftriéts, and the Danifh Iflands, make 
the Number loft amount to 570,000. Norway 1s yet free. 

Iraxy. Since the Affair of Codogno, where a Body of gooo Spaniards crofs’d the 
Po, and furprized and defeated a Body of 4000 Auftrians, Prince Lichtenftein has 
fuccefsfully attack’d the Convent of St. Lazaro, a large Seminary built by Cardinal 
Alberoni near Placentia, and has drove the Enemy under the numerous Cannon of 
the Town, which confifts of the whole Spanifh Artillery. The Republick of Genoa 
are under great Apprehenfions of a Bombardment from the Britifh Fleet ; and the 
Kingdom cf Naples 1s alfo in Expeétation of an Invafion from the ‘Traops embark’d 
at Tiiefte, upon which fhe is vecalling all her Forces into her own Territories. 


PLC AFFAIRS, 

ScoTLAND. Some of the King’s Ships have had an Engagement with two French 
Men of War at Arifaig on the 3d Infant; but after leaving them difabled were 
obliged to make off, being inferior in Strength, and their Sails and Rigging rendered 
inferviceable. They propofed to return with a greater Strength and re-attack them, 
On the 4th the Pretender’s Son, with the Perfon commonly called the Duke of Perth, 
Lords John Drummond, Elcho, and many Chiefs and others, not known, made their 
Efcape on board thefe two Ships. They had landed Money and Stores, which their 
Secretary Murray was left to take care of. The Rebels talk of aflembling at Stran- 
hen in Sunart, and keep a Body moving to harrafs our Troops, in hopes to obtain 
Terms. They try to perfuade the People, that the Pretender’s Son is to return with 
a greater Force ; but this gains but little Credit even among the Rebels themfelves. 
‘The Wind having. been fome time eafterly, it was thought on the rgth 'nftant the 
French Ships abovementioned were net got round the North of Scotland. The 
Greyhound Man of War, with three other SJoops, were refailed from Mull on the 
6th Infant, in order afrefh to attack them. The Marquis of Tullibardine is put on 
board the Eltham, in order to proceed for London, with Lords Cromarty and Balme- 
rino. Jt was well for hima he had a ftrong Guard, who proteéted him from the exaf- 
perated Refentments of the People of Glafgew, as at Leith they alfo fecured him 
from the Fury of the incenfed Populace, On the 27th of laft Month a Ship arrived 
in the Orkneys with an Exprefs fiom the Governor of New-England, giving an Ac- 
count that one of his Majefiy’s 20 Gun Ships, with a Privateer, had taken a Gal- 
Jeon, by far the richeft Prize made this War, haying on board a Million of Sterling 
in Bullion. 

LONDON, 

Thurfday, May 1. A Grant for fourteen Years paft the Great Seal to Edmund 
Necler of the Partfh of Hammerfmith in the County of Middlefex, to preferve and 
keep Perfons from all cutaneous Diftempers. 

Sunday, May 18. About 10 inthe Morning a Fire happened at the Widow Ew- 
ci’s, at Clewer’s Farm near Windfor, which entirely burnt down two Barns, a Gra- 
nary filled with Ccrn, and the Dweliing-houfe and Stables, the Damage of which 
amounts to a confiderable Sum.
